The Conservation Commission 
has asked the selectmen to allow 
it to obtain ten acres of property 
along the Shawsheen river between 
the Gillette Toiletries plant and 
Reichhold Chemical. 

Mrs. Virginia Hammond of the 
commission, told the board Mon- 
day night that the tax title pro- 
perty would offer protection for 
the river as well as becoming a 
possible picnic ground and recrea- 
tion area for the town. 

Mrs. Hammond noted that there 
is a ‘beautiful stand of pines, in 
the area,’’ and that the use of 
the Shawsheen for recreation pur- 
poses is increasing in popularity. 

Selectman Sidney P. White said 
that. he was sympathetic toward 
the commission’s views, but felt 
the town should be cautious in its 
moves in the particular area. 

White noted that the area is in 
the Lowell Junction Industrial park 
and that the town had spent in 
excess of $1,000,000 to provide 
utilities to the area for industrial 
purposes. 

Mrs. Hammond said that she was 
sure the town should be thought- 
ful of what it does withthe particu- 
lar tract of land, 

She said that either rezoning or 
whatever action should be taken to 
protect the Shawsheen river, and 
felt. the ultimate decision on the 
land should be left to the towns- 
people to decide at town meeting.

A. Drugs 


At a recent meeting, the Andona 
Society presented to Dr. James 
O’Shea a _ substantial check for 
Reality, Inc. to be used to expand 
its work with the high school stu- 
dents of Andover. 

At the present time, JimAlonzi, 
director of the Lawrence-based 
Reality, Inc., is conducting a series 
of three one-hour sessions with 
Andover High students aimed at 
providing information and educa- 
tion on drugs. The first two ses- 
sions consist of a dialogue be- 
tween the students and himself. 
At the third session, Dr. O’Shea 
discusses the medical aspect. of 
drugs. 

Future plans include the opening 
of a store front center quite soon 
and an increased number. of ses- 
sions with’ smaller high school 
groups in the fall. 

The purpose of Reality, Inc. Beg 
to provide help for teen-agers who 
have emotional problems as well 
as those who are or may become 
addicted to drugs, Once a young 
person commits himself to a re- 
habilitation program, he and his 
parents are counseled by quali- 
: fied persons in an attempt to re- 
te solve his problems. 

. Currently, Reality © depends 
largely on donations from inter- 
ested persons, whether their con- 
tributions be in the form of food, 
furnishings, tools, money, or time.

‘A publie meeting at Alumni Audi- 
torium,-McQuade Library, Merri- 
mack College, at 8 p.m. on April 
28, co-sponsored by A Better 
Chance committees in Andover 
and North Andover, will signal 
the beginning of fund-raising cam- 
paigns for the ABC programs in 
both of those communities. 

Solicitation for funds to con- 
tinue existing programs, which 
offer superior high school educa- 
tions to deserving young menfrom 
urban ghettos and rural slums, 
will take place in Andover from 
May 1 - June 1, and in North 
Andover from May 15 - June 15, 
Both the North'Andover and An- 
dover programs depend primarily 
on donations from private citi- 
zens. According to ABC com- 


mittee members, the estimated _ 


cost for each student, including 
high school tuition and living ex- 
pense, is approximately $3,000 per 
year. 

A Better Chance began as an 
endeavor by private secondary 
schools to offer superior, highly 
motivated youngsters -- black, 
white, American Indian and Puerto 
Rican -- an education which was 
not available to them in their 
own, disadvantaged communities. 
The waiting list grew to such 
proportions, however, that it be- 
came impossible for the private 
schools to accomodate, and pub- 
lic schools were asked to partici- 
pate. 

In 1966, Hanover, New Hamp- 
shire, became the first public 
school in the country to become 
part of the venture. Andover was 
the second public high school to 
embark on the program in Sep- 
tember, 1967, and one year later, 
in the fall of 1968, North Andover 
began its program. By September, 
1970, ABC officials estimate that 
18 public high schools, from Han- 
over to as far away as North- 
field, Minnesota, will have ABC 
programs. 

Part of the program’s success 
lies in its selection processes. 
Deserving young people are first 
recommended by high school prin- 
cipals, teachers, and guidance 
counselors, and by community s0- 
cial workers. InAndover and North 
Andover, selection committees 
pour over the files of recommenda- 
tions and choose students who will 
best fit into their communities. 
Further screening has been pro- 
vided by an intensive six week 
summer program at Dartmouth 
College, where Andover and North 
Andover committees send pro- 
spective students for training in 
English and mathematics. 

‘The 12 ABC students in An- 
dover and ten in North Andover, 
are housed in dormitories pur- 
chased by the ABC committees. 
Resident directors and their wives, 
William Deacon in Andover and 
John Strobel in North Andover, 
are in full charge of student ac- 
tivities. 

Resident directors are assisted 
by college students from Dart- 
mouth and Merrimack colleges, 
juniors and seniors who receive 
course credit for their work with 
the program. The college stu- 
dents, close in age to the ABC 
students, have been an important 
element in dormitory supervision, 
tutoring, and general counseling. 

The program for the public 
meeting on April 28 will begin with 
a film which describes the expan- 
sion of the ABC public school 
program into American towns.

Homeowners have tax savings 
advantages not available to 
renters. Property taxes and 
mortgage interest payments are 
deductible from income taxes. 

Are you selling your home? 
Having chosen well and main- 
tained it, you will make a profit. 
Profit is not taxable, if rein- 
vested in another home, within 
a year. 

Are you over 65 and selling 
your home? Have you occupied 
the home for five out of the last 
eight years? If so, you will 
get another tax break. You can 
make up to $20,000 profit, tax- 
free. This exclusion applies to 
one residence only. 

Casualty losses over $100, 
not reimbursed by insurance, 
are deductible, 

Cheek with your District Di- 
rector of Internal Revenue, 
Learn exactly what you may, or 
may not, deduct.

The Bureau of the Census will 
conduct a sample survey of 
employment and unemployment in 
the Boston area during the week of 
April 19, Mr. James W. Turbitt, 
Director of the Bureau’s regional 
office in Boston announced today. 

The households to be interviewed 
here are part of a scientifically 
designed sample of the entire U.S, 
population. The employment and 
unemployment statistics are col- 
lected monthly by the Census Bu- 
reau for the U.S. Department of 
Labor to provide a continuing 
measurement of the economic 
health of the Nation as a whole 
and of its major regions. Ques- 
tions similar to those inthe survey 
also are included in the 1970 
decennial census. Census Bureau 
officials point out, however, that 
the monthly survey is essential 
as the source of current national 
employment data that can be ob- 
tained quickly.

Shawsheen River 


The Shawsheen River, which has for many years wound 
its way through Andover, has suddenly become a prominent 
stream to be used for recreation purposes. 

This week, the selectmen were asked by the Conserva- 
tion Commission, to consider the acquisition of some tax 
title land bordering the Shawsheen in Lowell Junction to 
protect the river bank. 

During the course of conversation it was noted that 
Shawsheen is now becoming a popular stream. Canoes are 
reappearing. This weekend fish enthusiasts will take ad- 
vantage of the free flowing waters to pursue their avoca- 
tion. 

The stream, this year, has been stocked with trout, 
something which has not happened for some time, since 
in the past it has been considered dangerous for such ac- 
tion, due to pollutants. 

Possibly the Shawsheen is correcting itself, although 
we are sure some anti-pollution measures will be needed 
to make it a first class recreational facility. 

From outward appearances, however, it appears that 
signs of improvement in the Shawsheen’s condition are 
heartening. 

We doubt that there will be a return to the boat rides 
once scheduled from Andover to Ballardvale, nor will the 
Ballardvale Canoe club. 

But the signs point to the fact that this river is on its 
way to cleaner waters. 

Most assuredly, this is a good point in Andover’s favor, 
as well as all communities along its shores.

_ We are happy to learn that a group of residents, repre- 
sentatives of local organizations, has formed to examine 
the drug abuse program, locally. 

The group has scheduled meetings and is circulating 
petitions to seek federal and state funds to curb the pro- 
blem and also aid those addicted.

John W. Putnam, executive of 
Boston Environment, Inc. will be 
the third in a series of four 
speakers at the Andover Forum. 
The topic of the series this year 
is: ‘*Man and Environment equals 
Future ?’? Mr. Putnam speaks 
on Sunday, April 19 at 8 p.m. at 
the ‘Unitarian Universalist Church 
of Andover, 244 Lowell St. 

Boston Environment, Inc. is a 
private agency founded one year 
ago. Mr. Morgan helped create 
this organization and has directed 
its activities from the start. 

Mr. Putnam lives in Acton, 
where he serves his town as 
moderator. He is a graduate of 
Harvard University, where, among 
other things, he was a star var- 
sity hockey team player. His 
background includes military ser- 
vice during World War II andyears 
in private business as publisher 
and printer. He dates his real 
career of achievement however, 
from his work in founding and 
directing the Civic Center and 
‘Clearing House. This ten-year- 
old Boston agency seeks to pro- 
vide an outlet for both young and 
old to constructive use of lei- 
sure time. In 1966 it sponsored 
a survey of shade trees in down- 
town Boston that concluded the 
city’s streets were a treeless 
wasteland.
